THE MILITARY DEPARTMENT 
is under the soie control of Prof. 
Walter S. Wilson, a graduate of 
this Institution, an accomplished 
military officer, trained and educated 
in military science and tactics by a 
former commandant of cadets, a 
graduate of West Point. The 
school is organized into « battalion 
consisting of two companies which 
are officered with the meritorious 
young men of the higher classes. 
The equipment of this department 
is complete. A full stand of breech- 
loading Springfield Cadet Ritles, 
two field pieces and the yearly ord- 
nance stores are furnished by the 
United States Government. As 
soon as cireumstances will permit 
arrangements will be made fora 
sufficient number of tents to take 
the* battalion into eamp life for a 
short time every spring, to give 
more efficient military trainime.

A suitable and sufficient part of 
the college building has been set 
apart for the exclusive occupancy 
of this Department.

1 Any other breach of discipline, not herein enumerated, in{Col- 
legiate or Military Department, will be punished according to the 
gravity of the offense. 

2 If any cadet shall receive demerits in one week for two offenses 
valued at four demerits or more, he shall receive as Saturday pun- 
ishment drill for one hour, and confinement for the remainder of the 
day or until excused. Cadet officers to be confined in their quarters 
without drill of one hour. 

3 If a cadet receive no demerits during one month, he shall be 
entitled to eight credits. If he receive less than eight demerits he 
shall be entitled to eight credits—less the number of demerits re- 
ceived. Credits to be applied to any demerits accruing during the 
term. Demerits and credits to be sent home on the monthly report 
cards. 

4 Explanations for breaches of discipline will he received at a 
designated hour by the Commandant of Cadets, and, if satisfactory, 
the penalties will not be enforced. Explanations may be rendered 
verbally or in writing, according to a regular form.

Cadet officers and non-commissioned officers will be respon- 
sible for the preservation of good order and decorum in church. 
Talking, laughing, or other irreverence will not be permitted. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS. 
I. ORGANIZATION. 


The cadets at the North Georgia Agricultural College are 
organized for instruction and drill into two companies as & 
‘battalion; these companies are designated respectively “A” 
company and “B” company. 

The battalion officers are: the Commandant of Cadets and the 
battalion Cadet Adjutant. The company officers of each Co. con- 
sist of: one captain, one lieutenant, one 1st sergeant, two ser- 
geants, (an extra sergeant in Co. A. detailed as color sergeant), 
and two corporals. Five privates are detailed to act as color- 
guard, who are selected from those best drilled and most mil- 
itary in bearing and deportment. 

As far as is consistent with the demands of military disci- 
pline, the following rule is followed in making appointments 
of cadet officers: Cadet Captains and Lieutenants are appoint- 
ed from among the members of the Senior class, 1st sergeants 
and sergeants from the members of the J unior class, and cadet 
corporals from the members of the Sophomore class. Class 
rank in the various studies of the College, knowledge of tactics, 
and military deportment and bearing are considered in the 
selection of cadet officers. 

il. vuNIFORM. 

Coat.—Gray, sackcoat, single breasted. One row of five 
buttons in front. Row of buttons on each cuff. Collar turned 
down. 

Pantaloons.—Gray cloth, with black stripe, one inch wide, 
down the outer seam. 

Cap.—Blue, Pattern at commissary. 

Helmet.—Gray cloth over cork body. Brass eagle in front, 
brass spike and base on top. Black leather chin strap. 

(White plume for cadet officers). 

Belts.—White belts worn as prescribed by Commandant. 

The uniform is required to be worn at all battalion drills’ 
and ceremonies. 

The insignia for the different cadets, acting as officers and 
non-commissioned officers are as follows: : 

Captains, chevrons of four bars of single lace on each arm 
above the elbow, points up. : 

Lieutenants, chevrons of three bars of single lace on each 
arm above the elbow, points up. 

Adjutant, the Lieutenant’s chevron and an are. 


Sergeant-Major, sergeant’: chevron with an are. 

First Sergeants, chevrons of two bars of single lace on each 
arm above the elbow, points up; with lozenge. 

Sergeants, chevrons of two bars of single lace on each arm 
above the elbow, points up. 

Color-bearer, the sergeant’s chevron with a star. 

Corporals, chevrons of two bars of single lace on each arm 
below the elbow, points-up. 

Privates of Color Guard, single star on each arm below the 
elbow. 

All cadet officers, and privates of the color guard wear, in 
addition to the above, two bars of single lace, three inches 
long on each sleeve cuff with brass button 4 inch in diaméter 
at upper extremity of each bar. 

III. Arms AND ACCOUTERMENTS. 

The arms or other public property issued to cadets shall 
not be taken from quarters, except on duty. No cadet shall 
lend, or, without permission, exchange his arms or accouter- 
ments, or use those of any other cadet. 

No cadet shall alter his musket by scraping, filing, cutting, 
or varnishing the stock or barrel or other part. 

IV. Ponick DISCIPLINE. 

No cadet shall throw anything from the windows, doors, 
or piazzas of houses, nor missiles of any description in the 
vicinity of the public buildings. 

No cadet shall play on any musical instrumeut during study 
hours. 

No cadet shall have in his room the implements used in any 
other game than chess and checkers. 

Cadets shall enter and leave the college building in an or- 
derly manner. During recitation hours, they will walk with- 
out striking the heels to the floors. Loud talking, scuffing 
and urinecessary noise in the college buiding is prohibited. 

Shouting or other disorderly conduct is prohibited in all 
places. 

Each cadet will repair to his room at 6:30 P. M., and remain 
there during the evening, unless permitted to be absent. 

No cadet shall mark, cut, or in any manner deface or injure 
the public buildings or other property. 


VY. OFFICERS OF THE DAY. 

An Officer of the Day is detailed each day from the mem- 
pers of the senior class, and those members of the junior class 
who may have the rank of Lieutenant or Captain. 

He will be present at all parades and roll calls, and have the 
absentees reported to him. All those not excused will be re- 
ported on the Officer of the Day’s report. ~All absentees, ex- 
cused and unexcused, will be noted in the book kept for that 
purpose. 

He will direct the formation of all classes and sections, re- 
quire the marchers to report the absentees and lates, and to 
preserve good order in their sections. 

He will report to the commandant of cadets every evening 
at 7 P. M., and present all permits which have been granted 
during the day. 

He will see that cadet Captains and other cadet officers 
commandimg companies, are present and superintending all 
roll calls. 

He will make an inspection of quarters occupied by cadets 
at least once after 7 P. M. 

He will report all violations of regulations, which fall with- 
in his knowledge, on the Officer of the Day’s book. 

The Officer of the Day is excused from drill. 

VI. ARRESTS AND CONFINEMENTS. 

No cadet in arrest is permitted to exercise command, or 
perform guard duty. but shall confine himself to his room 
until released, unless otherwise specially ordered, except when 
required at the college for duty, and for a necessary occasion. 
A cadet in arrest will not make a visit to any member, of the 


faculty unless sent for, gp to carry a permit to be excused ~ 


from dnty, and he shall not apply for the usual indulgences 
granted to cadets. 

Any member of the Faculty may place a cadet in arrest. 

No cadet will be released from arrest except by direction of 
the Faculty. 

Any cadet who knowingly violates his arrest will be dis- 
missed. 

A cadet, who breaks his confinement, will at once be placed 
n arrest.

Should pardoning power be vested in 
the chief executive of a state. 

H. L. Brannon, Hickcry Flat, opened | 
for the affirmative with «synopsis of the

argument for his ioe If himself and 
colleague could succeed in proving that 
the chief executive possesses the ability, 
the honesty, the integrity, if he felt the 
responsibility of his duty in the dis- 
charge of the functions of pardoning 
power, he would claim the question. It 
would be the attempt of the affirmative 
to demonstrate that reason, experience, 
history, and philosophic observation 
pointed with unerring certainty to that 
side. 

F. C. Wilson, of Egypt, was first on 
the negative. He did not propose to 
maintain that there should be no pardon- 
ing power. In many instances pardon 
was humane, just, God given; butina 
regularly organized board selected for 
uprightness of principle; integrity of 
character. honesty of purpose, and the 
knowledge of human character and the 
law, should be vested the powerto grant 
mitigation of punishment. The State 
of Georgia convicts over 300 crimingls 
annually. Of these a great number ap- 
ply for pardon. Can it be maintained 
that with all the other duties pertaining 
to his office that the executive has the 
time to bestow upon each petition care- 
ful consideration that a man’s lifeand 
liberty demands? One man is more 
likely to abuse the power than a set of 
men. It is far ea ier to corrupt, pollute 
and bribe one man than a number of 
men. Expense should not be considered. 
Good government should be enjoyed re- 
gardless of cost. One man is unable 
and incompetent to exercise that discreet 
and sound judgment which would re- 
sult from a board. The executive is not 
always chosen from those skilled in law, 
The pardoning power should be vested 
ina body thoroughly conversant with 
law. Reason indicates that it is but a 


relic of despotic and barbaric monarchy 
for pardoning power to be vested in the 
executive. 


N. G. Canning, Flowery Branch, fol- 
lowed for the affirmative, and after dis- 
posing of the argumentsof the negative, 
cited the Mosaic Law as sustaining the 
affirmative. Also Russia, where the 
Czar construes and executes law. Black- 
stone holds that monarchy is best, and 
there the pardoning power has ever been 
in the crown. English government is ar 
sound and stable, notwithstanding the 
crown has been vested with this power 
throughout what is almost a past eter- 
nity. If the executive needs restraining 
let legislation restrain him—if he needs 
adyice, advise him. When the State 
Senate was vested with pardoning power 
there were cases of its gross abuse. No 
body should be allowed to exercise it 


when politics and corruption bold sway, - 


and favoritism is encouraged. The 
larger the body the more likely to be 


| govorned by politics. In drafting the 


constitution by which pardoning power 
is vested, the best intellect in the state 
was employed, and it ill became the 
negative the deprecate an institution 
which had ben handed down through the 
ages.

The first thing of importance was 
the address of Col. Samuel Barnett, 
of Washington, Ga., on the subject of 
popular education. 

SUBSTANCE OF COL. BARNETT’S REMARKS. 


My talk to-day comes like molten 
metal out of the depths of my 
heart. Although popular educa- 
tion is my theme, I fear the treat- 
ment is not popular. It came out 
of my brain—hot, powerfully con- 
densed, and this is the first draft. 
| Task attention, close, fixed, concen 
trated, but not protracted. I see 
men of thought among the students. 
Ithrow myself upon you, I trust 


— 


Ground Swell. A deep seated move- 
ment as of the solid,earth itself, its 
very body, its rock ribs and moun- 
tains with all their power. It should 
be all pervading. The movement 
should be molecular, involving the 
action of every atom and particle of 
society, not merely physical or even 
chemical; but physiological and 
psycbologicai, of the body and soul 
of society. A living, vital, persis- 
tent energy is needful. We need 
in the South instauration magna a 
reward of learning. The difficulties 
in our way are numerous; we should 
appreciate them to bestimulated by 
them. They are poverty, a scatter- 
ed population, indifference on the 
subject, ignorance, political and re 
ligious apprehensions. The country 
needs to be literally set on fire, 
roused, agitated to feel the need; 
the platform, press and pulpit 
should echo to rouse the people and 
secure their co-operation. 

Why is education needed? Do 
we need argument? Perhaps not, 
except to stir up our minds by way 
of remembrance. There are in hu- 
man life too factors, blood and 
breeding. Nature furnishes one, 
art the other. Nearly every influ- 
ence flelt by man will array itself 
on one side or the other. Without 
underrating either, we must say 
that breeding, training, is the more 
important because it alone is man- 
ageable. The chject of education 
is to fit man for life, Life is but a 
constant adaption to relations, and 
this adaptation is dependant upon 
knowledge, and knowledge is but 
experience—eyven self knowledge 
is limited to experience. And so 
education largely consists of trans- 
ferred experience; trauferred by 
tradition, word of mouth, by books 
the great reservoir of human experi- 
ence. This principle underlies edu- 
cation—to fit man through an expe- 
rience 1000 times superior to an in- 
dividual experience for the mani- 
fold and complex life he is to lead. 
Even the great factors, blood or 
birth, is in the long run wonder- 
fully affected by training. The 
child as born is but a residuum of 
ancestral habits, formed by educa- 
tion of the ancestors. Develop- 
ment is the chief factor. Without 
training, the child yl die; without 
physical training it will be a dwarf; 


you. ‘Lhe subject can be announe- without mental trair ng an imbecile. 


Withovt training Napoleon, Alex- | 


ander the Great, and Cesar, cut off 
from civilized man, would but have 
yeached the stature of asavage 
chief. 

Advancing civilization demands 
education; the tendency of the 
uneducated is towards barbarism. 
Savages cannot live among civilized 
people—the Indian races attest the 
tendency to extinction. Educate 
the children. Education will not 
convert an oak into a hickory, but 
without it it may be stunted. Edu- 
cate the children, the little rills that 
make the mighty river. 

We have seen the need, difficul- 
ties and importance of education; 
now the means. 

‘he family relation is the basis 
of all civilization—here is the foun- 
tain head of education. With limit- 
ed means, the best use to be made 
of them is to develop the latent 
forces. Here occurs a paradox. 
Educational supply increases the 
demand. Establish a school, and 
you establish an appetite for edu- 
cation; one child goes, a neighbor 
child follows. Send one boy off to 
colloge, you have a neighborhood 
example. 


What should be our aim? Should 
it be to teach a maximum number 
the rudiments of knowledge, ot to 
carry a few to the tip top of learn- 
ing, or to do both? Teach the many 
the rudiments; some will go on. 
The larger the number taught, the 
larger the ambitious number. Give 
the keys of knowledge to a!l— some 
will reach the penetralia. Not that 
the means of higher education 
should be neglected—!ut they will 
follow. 

This is now an established maxim 
—the means of lower education 
slould be diffused, while that of 
higher education should be concen- 
trated. I. e, many schools, few 
universities. This is adapting the 
supply to the demand. The diffi- 
culties of diffusion are peculiarly 
great. Our condition as a people 
varies from the sparce population 
of some rural districts to the dense 
population of the city. There is 
infine room for adaptation. Fortu- 
nateiy at the head of the state de- 
partment of education we have a 
clear and long head and a patriotic 
heart whose voluntary work, out- 
side of his office duties, is of great 
value. 

The speaker beautifully refersed 


to the great educators of Georgia 
ana their adjutants in the cause. 

God bliss him and his labore, 
and may he ever look to Dahlonega 
and her mountains, knowing that 
the educational idea here is ever 
ready to heave up and shake the 
earth in support of his correct prin- 
ciples and bis set-on-fire zeal. 

At the close of Col. Barnetts ad- 
dress, President Lewis, in a few 
well chosen words, introduced Col. 
Richard Malcolm Johnstone, of 
Baltimore, Md., whose subject was 
the Life and Character of Governor 
Alexander H. Stephens. Col. John- 
tone was the intimate friend of 
Gov. Stephens, and his chosen bio- 
grapher. 

The intimacy between the two 
fitted the speaker for bis responsi- 
ble position. His knowedge of the 


character of his friend waa greatly 


aided by a powerful command of 
language, and his hearers were 
well paid for their good attention. 

The speaker in graphic language 
portrayed the early life of Mr. Ste- 
phens. How strong feelings of 
love were casketed in a feeble body, 
which was a source of humiliation 
to him. His early orphanage, and 
his struggles and bitter trials of 
eafly life. His y uthful attach- 
ments, so beautiful and ardent, 
were at last crowned with the pur- 
est of all—the love tor a noble wo- 
man. In vain he struggled and 
fought his hopeless passion, only 
tonnke it stronger, and at last 
fled fron the presence of the one he 

oved, withont declaring his pas- 
sion. In the political field he 
sought comfort, flading honor but 
no solace. 

Later on in life came the lore of 
mature years. How strong and 
ardent it was, only those who knew 
him intamately can conceive. This 
affection, too, was undeclared. 
When in later years the speaker 
asked him why bis passion was un- 
declared, his answer came ina 
shriil whisper, almost a hiss: 

“Pride!” 

He could not conceive how a wo- 
man could look upon his pigmy 
frame with admiration or affection. 
His sensibilities were too keen to 
bear a woman's scorn.
